In ca.se it is not she desires the body 
to be seut with a mililary escort, cou- 
BAting of Chaplain Joseph L. Hunter, 
9 nr|^ou Major Nefl' aud First Lieu ten- 
luit Blaiue Aik en of Company H. These 
officeis are all close military friends of 
Ihe colonel. 
The body will be brought

B altim o r e , Aug. 3 .—The Democratic 
state convention, held at Ford’s Ojiera 
House here, nominated the following 
tick et: 
For governor, John Walter 
Smith of Worcester county ; for attor­ 
ney general, IsidorRay uer of Baltimore; 
for controller, Josliua W. Herring of 
Carroll county . 
The convention was unusually har­ 
monious aud all the nominations were 
made by acclamation, Edwin Warfleld, 
Mr. Smith’s principal opponent, w ith­ 
drawing at the last moment and plac­ 
ing the successful caudidate in nomina­ 
tion. 
The platform made no reference to 
the silver » luestiou, to Bry an nor to tlie 
Philippine .sitiiation- 
On trusts at .said: “ We view with 
alarm the multiplication over the laud 
of such gigantic industrial and com­ 
mercial tiu.scs, tlie outgrowth of Re­ 
publican legislation as stifle competi­ 
tion, threaten popular goveruiiu'iit, in­ 
crease tlie cost of living and curtail tiie 
individual riglits of the people and we 
favor vigorous measures by the states 
aud by congress to repress this great aud 
growing evil.” 
The platform further demanded non­ 
partisan administration of the police 
i ried 
department of the city of Baltimore 
and of the public schools in the state 
aud declared that the Republican party 
was responsible for the numerous vio­ 
lations of the law upon the part of the 
negroes, because the latter believed 
they would be afforded protection aud 
immunity from punishment by reason 
of their votes, which, the platform as­ 
serted, were cast almost solidly for the 
Republican tick et. 


C l e v e l and , Aug. 3.—Good lawy ers 
said the boy cotters might be proceeded 
against under the Ohio anti-trust law, 
which covers couspiraoies of all k iiid.s 
iu restraint of trade. One lawy er who 
has examined the law say s that mer­ 
chants who refuse to sell goods to boy ­ 
cotted persons, as well as those who as­ 
sist in placing the boy cott upon them, 
aiding or abetting it in any way , can be 
convicted of conspiracy , without proot 
of the existence of a conspiracy . The 
penalty provided is a fine of from $,50 to 
$o ,000 and imprisonment of from six 
months to one y ear, aud each day that 
the conspiracy continues constitutes a 
separate offense. 
This law was pas.sed 
at the last .ses.siou of the legislature, but 
the authors of it intended that it should 
apply only to trusts. 
John Schoeuthal, a strik ing employ e 
of the Big Cou.solidated line, was under 
arrest ou the charge of being a suspi- 
oious iier.sou. 
According to the iiolice he attempted 
to purchase ten pounds of dy namite 
from W. E. Stok es, au oil driller, at 
Nottiugliam, a suburban town. Scliotoi- 
thal declares that he wisiied to buy the 
dy namite for another party , whom he 
did not k now. 
Major J. E. McQuigg was appoiiite<l 
acting judge advocate by Adjutant Gen­ 
eral Axime, commanding the Uliio na­ 
tional guard troops ou strik e duty here. 
It was uuderstood that tlie acting judge 
ailvocate will at once tak e up the legal 
phase of the boy cott so far as it relates 
to the soLliers. 
It was .stated that Governor Bushmdl 
will come to Cleveland iu |M*r.sou siiortly 
to investigate the situation and to de­ 
cide how long troops shall be k ept hen*.

B a ltim o r e , Aug. 3 .—The Democratic 
state convention, held at Ford's Opera 
House here, nom iuated the following 
ticket: 
For governor, John W alter 
Sm ith of W orcester county; for attor­ 
ney general,Isidor R ayuer of Baltimore; 
for controller, Joshua W. Herring of 
Carroll county. 
The convention was unusually har­ 
monious and all the nom inations were 
made by acclamation, Edwin W arfield, 
Mr. Sm ith’s principal opponent, w ith­ 
draw ing at the last m oment aud plac­ 
ing the successful candidate in nom ina­ 
tion. 
The platform made no reference to 
the silver question, to Bryan nor to the 
Philippine situation - 
Ou trusts At said: 
“ We view w ith 
alarm the m ultiplication over the laud 
of such gigantic industrial and com­ 
mercial trusts, the outgrow th of R e­ 
publican legislation as stifle competi­ 
tion, threaten popular government, in­ 
crease the cost of living and curtail the 
individual rights of the people aud we 
favor vigorous measures by the states 
and by congress to repress this great and 
growing evil.” 
The platform further demanded non­ 
partisan adm inistration of the police 
departm ent of the city of Baltimore 
and of the public schools in the state 
and declared th at the Republican party 
was responsible for the numerous vio­ 
lations of the law upon the part of the 
negroes, because tne latter believed 
they would be afforded protection and 
im m unity from punishm ent by reason 
of their votes, which, the platform as­ 
serted, were cast almost solidly for the 
Republican ticket. 


OSBORN AS ACTING JUSTICE 


C le v e la n d , Aug. 3.—Good lawyers 
said the boy cotters m ight be proceeded 
against under the Ohio anti-trust law, 
which covers conspiracies of all kinds 
in restraint of trade. 
One lawyer who 
has examined the law says th at m er­ 
chants who refuse to sell goods to boy­ 
cotted persons, as well as those who a s­ 
sist in placing the boycott upon them, 
aiding or abetting it in any way, can be 
convicted of conspiracy, w ithout proof 
of the existence of a conspiracy. 
The 
penalty provided is a fine of from $50 to 
$5,000 and im prisonm ent of from six 
m onths to oue year, and each day that 
the conspiracy continues constitutes a 
separate offense. 
This law was passed 
at the last session of the legislature, but 
the authors of it intended th at it should 
apply only to trusts. 
John Schoenthal, a striking employe 
of the Big Consolidated line, was under 
arrest on the charge of boing a suspi­ 
cious persou. 
According to the police he attem pted 
to purchase ten pouuds of dynam ite 
from W. E. Stokes, an oil driller, at 
N ottingham , a suburban town. Schoen­ 
thal declares th at he wished to buy the 
dynam ite for another party, whom he 
did uot know. 
Major J. E. McQuigg was appointed 
acting judge advocate by A djutant Gen­ 
eral Axlme, commanding the Ohio na­ 
tional guard troops on strike duty here. 
It was understood that the acting judge 
advocate will at once take up the legal 
phase of the boycott so far as it relates 
to the soldiers. 
It was stated that Governor Bushnell 
will come to Cleveland in person shortly 
to investigate the situation and to de­ 
cide how long troops shall be kept here. 
Many m erchants who are taking Dart 
in the boycott have changed their tac­ 
tics on account of threats of prosecu­ 
tion aud simply place a prohibitive price 
on their goods to boycotted persons. 
The m ilitia is being gradually w ith­ 
drawn. 
A t a massmeetiug Thomas Fitzsim ­ 
mons, form er Populist candidate for 
mayor, made a speech, in which he de­ 
nounced Mayor Farley, holding him re­ 
sponsible for the trouble because he per­ 
m itted the police to ride on the street 
cars to protect the uou-uuion motormen. 
He accused the mayor of tieing in league 
w ith the president of the Big Consoli­ 
dated company. He also denounced the 
soldiers as m urderers aud said they had 
outraged little girls aud invaded the 
sanctity of the home.

B a l t im o r e, Aug. 3.—The D em ocratic 
state convention, held at F o rd ’s Opera 
H ouse here, nom inated the follow ing 
ticket: 
F or governor, Jo h n W alter 
Sm ith of W orcester county; for a tto r­ 
ney g en eral,Isid o rR ay u er of B altim ore; 
for controller, Joshua W. H erring of 
C arroll county. 
The convention w as unusually h a r­ 
m onious and all the nom inations w ere 
m ade by acclam ation, Edw in W arfield, 
M r. S m ith ’s principal opponent, w ith ­ 
draw ing at the last m om ent and plac­ 
ing the successful candidate in nom ina­ 
tion. 
The platform m ade no reference to 
the silver question, to B ryan nor to the 
P hilippine situation- 
On tru sts i t said: 
“ W e view w ith 
alarm the m ultiplication over tile laud 
of such gigantic industrial and com ­ 
m ercial tiu sts, the outgrow th of R e­ 
publican legislation as stifle com peti­ 
tion, threaten popular governm ent, in ­ 
crease the cost of living aud curtail the 
individual rig h ts of the people and we 
favor vigorous m easures by the states 
aud by congress to repress this great and 
grow ing ev il.”

RAILROADING IN MEXICO. 


Aa Engineer's Baste to Escape From 
the Country After a Collision. 
H. L. McPherson an American lo­ 
comotive engineer who was recently 
reported to have been killed in a rail­ 
road wreck on the Mexican Central 
railroad near Tampico, Mexico, has 
arrived ’n Texas after a trying experi- 
ente. 
He saved his life by jumping 
aud fled toward the United States bor­ 
der to elude the Mexican authorities 
and escape prosecution for the acci­ 
dent, says an Austin dispatch to the 
New York Sun. 
It took him three 
weeks to make his way out of the 
country and reach the Rio Grande. He 
related his experiences recently as fol­ 
lows: 
“I left Tampico on the morning of 
June 26 on engine No. 207, pulling a 
freight train into Cardenas. I was go­ 
ing up grade nearly all the way, and 
everything went vrell until near Canou 
Ie Diablo, when I perceived another 
train tearing down upon me at the 
rate of 45 miles an hour. 
The other 
train was also a freight. The engineer, 
who had been on duty about 48 hours, 
had taken out his traiu under protest. 
He had instructions to side track at 9 
station within a short distance of Car­ 
denas and let my train pass; but, fall­ 
ing asleep, he passed the station and 
was evidently asleep when I first saw 
him. 
“I kept up an incessant whistling 
for brakes, but received no recogni­ 
tion. 
When within about 300 yards of 
the down grade train, I jumped from 
my engine, although my fireman re­ 
mained. The trains came together with 
a crash. The fireman and engineer on 
the other train and my fireman were 
Instantly killed. 
As soon as I saw 
what had happened I struck out afoot 
and found a few empty box cars down 
the road a short distance. 
I crawled 
into one of these and locked myself up 
until night, when the cars were taken 
to Monterey. 
There I took a train as 
soon as possible for Laredo, Tex., ar­ 
riving there a few days later in safe­ 
ty. The papers reported me as among 
the killed, and the supposition was 
that I had been precipitated into Dev­ 
il’s canyon and lost. The reason I was 
so expeditious in leaving was that had 
the officers captured me I would have 
unquestionably been convicted of mur­ 
der.”

l ut e r e n t i n i c L e t t e r F r o m F r a n k E l - 
linoD, a n I n d i a n a S o l d i e r . 
Corporal Frank Ellison of Wabash. 
Ind.. who Is in the Twenty-third regi­ 
ment, sent from .Manila to Jolo, one of 
the snialh*r I’hllippines, writes home 
that the two hattnlions reached .lolo 
on May ‘23, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Dernocrnt. 
The voyage from Manila, 800 miles, 
was on the Spanish steamer Leon 
XIII, a ml Corporal Ellison says these 
were the first .Vmerican troops that 
ever sailed under Spanish colors. Jolo, 
he says, is only six degrees from the 
equator and HK) miles from Borneo, 
yet the climate Is salubrious. 
The city Is surrounded by a stone 
wall, with blockhouses half a mile 
apart. 
Each blockhouse Is 35 feet in 
diameter, built of stone and cement, 
and lias three floors, the first affording 
access to the other floors by means of 
a stairway, which Is drawn up by the 
occupants every night, rendering the 
house Impregnable. 
Corporal Ellison 
with 18 men is in charge of one of 
these blockhouses and says that as 
the natives are armeil only with bolos 
be could stand off any number of them. 
The natives are of a low order of intel- 
Ugenccj are almost naked and use 
paint liberally on their bodies. 
The 
women dress like the men and do ail 
the work. 
The soldiers at Jolo live on chickens, 
which cost only 5 cents apiece, cocoa- 
nuts. bananas, pineapples and tropical 
fruits, which grow In abundance. The 
Inhabitants till the soil on a limited 
scale, u.slng caribous as motive power 
and crooked sticks as plows.

poral Ellison regards the natives as 
very treacherous. He expects, from the 
signs since he has been there, an up­ 
rising against tlie Americans at any 
time. The troops are In fine condition, 
have the best water in the world and 
are all couteute<l.

Natives of New Hampshire Invit­ 
ed to an “Old Home Week.0 


GOVERNOR’S PROJECT IN FAVOR.

An “Old Home week” is the novelty 
the good old Granite State of New 
Hampshire promises for the period be­ 
tween Aug. 20 and Sept. 2—a time of 
friendship 
renewals, 
happiness 
re­ 
vivals and auld tang syne; a frolic 
through the halls of memory; a reun­ 
ion of recollection; a college class re­ 
union, with all the state as a universi­ 
ty and all the inhabitants to make up 
the alumni. 
These are some of the 
things that are aimed at by the Old 
Home week. 
All persons who have 
gone out into the world that lies be­ 
yond the boundaries of the common­ 
wealth are commanded to be present 
at the festivities, the penalty for diso­ 
bedience of this order being the missing 
of “the time of their lives,” says a 
Concord (N. H.) dispatch to the New 
York Herald.

Now he is 
governor, and the suggestion is acted 
upon. 
Anyway, we’re going to have an Old 
Home week, and we’re glad all over, 
Invitations have been sent out almost, 
as in the words of the “Jubilee” song. 
“In 40 different languages.” 
New 
Hampshire’s sons and daughters have 
been and are being asked to trace their 
footsteps in the direction of the state 
line. And they are coming. Word has 
been received telling of the manner 
In which the proposition strikes the 
strayers. It strikes them hard and also 
favorably. 
They are coming, anc 
coming strong. 
An original idea In connection with 
the' perfecting of the plan was to hold 
the reunion at some central point, pref 
erably Concord, the capital. 
This 
won’t do at all. 
The movement has 
assumed proportions too extensive to 
admit of its confinement to one partic 
ular locality.

For instance, we of Concord will 
make particular celebration on Thurs­ 
day, Aug. 31. We have some military 
men who are the pride and Joy of our 
martial hearts. 
They must do their 
part. They will take part in a parade. 
So will others of our organizations, and 
we have a lot of them. 
They will 
march in the morning, and their foot­ 
steps will tell of the arrival of Con­ 
cord's banner day. 
The statehouse 
grounds will be the scene of an after­ 
noon meeting. There will be addresses 
and felicitations and welcomlngs and 
congratulations and receptions and 
things out in the open. 
We are an 
open air people up here, and we like to 
do things characteristically.

WRITES HOME FROM JOLO. 


E l- 
IntercutinK L etter F rom F r a n k 
11 non, an In d ia n a S o ld ier. 
Corporal Frank Ellison of Wabash, 
Ind., who is in the Twenty-third regi­ 
ment, sent from Manila to Jolo, one of 
the smaller Philippines, writes home 
that the two battalions reached Jolo 
on May 23, says the St. Louis Globe- 
De moo rat. 
The voyage from Manila, 800 miles, 
was on the Spanish steamer Leon 
XIII, and Corporal Ellison says these 
were tile first American troops that 
ever sailed under Spanish colors. Jolo, 
he says, is only six degrees from the 
equator and IOO miles from Borneo, 
yet the climate is salubrious. 
The city is surrounded by a stone 
wall, with blockhouses half a mile 
apart. 
Each blockhouse is 35 feet in 
diameter, built of stone and cement, 
and has three floors, the first affording 
access to the other floors by means of 
a stairway, which is drawn up by the 
occupants every night, rendering the 
house impregnable. 
Corporal Ellison 
with 18 men is in charge of one of 
these blockhouses and says that as 
the natives are armed only with bolos 
he could stand off any number of them. 
The natives are of a low order of intel 
ligence^ are almost naked and use 
paint liberally on their bodies. 
The 
women dress like the men and do all 
the work. 
The soldiers at Jolo live on chickens, 
which cost only 5 cents apiece, cocoa­ 
nuts. bananas, pineapples and tropical 
fruits, which grow in abundance. The 
Inhabitants till the soil on a limited 
scale, usiug caribous aa motive power 
and crooked sticks as plows.

poral Ellison regards the natives as 
very treacherous. He expects, from the 
signs since he has been there, an up 
rising against the Americans at any 
time. The troops are in fine condition, 
have the best water in the world and 
are all contented.

fairly larg« * towns, imiuding San Isi­ 
dro, the caitital oi the insurrectionary 
government after the fall of Malolos; 
yet, heyond demonstrating that W’e 
could send a eolunm wiierever we 
chose and 
the 
Filipino army 
w'as 
powerless to resist, there seems to be 
little permanent gaiu. except that we 
bold the towns of Balinag and Can­ 
daba and command the Minuyan val­ 
ley. hitherto 
In 
the hands of the 
enemy, and Rio (irande de Pampauga 
as far as Candaba, to which point of 
tbe river gunboats ascend the stream. 
San Isidro is again occupied by the in­ 
surrectos. also San Miguel, and those 
cities and the surrounding country are 
well able to shelter them and supply 
them with food, as before.

resa . 'Phe masses of tlie peoi>le speak 
only the Tagalog or some other ver- 
li.'h ular and are so ignorant that many 
of iJiem do not k now the name of the 
adj« 'iiiin,g provine» » . 
'I'hey !mve h.ad 
no source of iuformatiou. except the 
more intelligent and better educated 
men at the head of the revolution and 
the newspapers published in their in­ 
terests iu the Tagalog tongue, such as 
La Independencia and La Heraldo de 
Hevoluelon. and these have from tbe 
first pursued a course of deliberate de­ 
ception. 
They 
have said that the 
Americans have Invaded tbe country 
to impose taxes upon tbem more bur­ 
densome tban tbose tbey paid to Spain, 
something, by the way, which the revo­ 
lutionary 
government 
has 
actually 
been doing, and that we k illed the old 
people and children. 
They have fur­ 
ther assured them that they have beat­ 
en us In every contest and k ílle» ! 
thousands of us, and it would only be 
a short time before 
we would be driven 
away or all k illed. With no k nowdedge 
of the actual facts and uo compreheu- 
eion whatever of the power and re­ 
sources of our government, the deluded 
people were easily d» ‘ce!ved.

Lawton took Santa Cruz, he learned 
that the thunder of his guns was the 
t'rst k nowledge the people of that 
province had of the fact that the in- 
« urre» nos w’ere not in possession of

We were not cooped up l>ehind breast­ 
work s by the boastful P'ilipinos.

Lawton abandoned Santa 
Cruz, bringing with him a few cap­ 
tured launches, and the insurrectos are 
^gain ill as full possession of that re- 
as before. The distinctive gain of 
bis lak e campaign is the capture of the 
rebel boats, tbe complete domination 
the lak e by our gunboats and the 
education of the people of that section 
to the actual condition of affairs, 
^anta Cruz is the chief lak e towm on 
route to the southwest coast of 
patangas, an Important port In the 
bands of the rebels and generally be­ 
lieved to have been used freely for tbe 
Itnportation of arms, etc.

HOW TAGALOGS WEHE DECEIVED. 


« , atomatic

The Manila correspondent of the 
York Post, writing under date of 
Way 25 about General Lawton’s raids, 
gays:

first pursued a course of deliberate de­ 
ception. 
They have said that the 
Americans have invaded the country 
to impose taxes upon them more bur­ 
densome than those they paid to Spain, 
something, by the way, which the revo­ 
lutionary 
government 
has 
actually 
been doing, and that we killed the old 
people and children. 
They have fur­ 
ther assured them that they have beat­ 
en us in every contest and killed 
thousands of us, and it would only be 
a short time before we would be driven 
away or all killed. With no knowledge 
of the actual facts and no comprehen­ 
sion whatever of the power and re­ 
sources of our government, the deluded 
people were easily deceived. 
When

there is no credit to be given them. 
“ I am very sorry I put enough confi­ 
dence iii any such report to write it to 
my parents, but I knew no better at 
the time. 
I have found out since, din 
ing my tim e In the Philippine Island 
and as an enlisted man in the Eighth 
arm y corps, that too high praise can 
not be given to the officers and men of 
the entire corps in ail details. 
This is 
my opinion of affairs in the Philip­ 
pines as a private soldier, an a I ani al­ 
ways ready to do all in my power 
against any one in defense of the otti 
cers o f our United States arm ? and 
our flag of the grandest nation on 
earth. 
I do not know of one instance 
where uny soldier has done an act 
which was against his orders while on 
duty or off duty, and I ain sure there 
has not been a Filipino or a Spaniard 
who received anything else only the 
kindest treatm ent, let them be prison 
ere or w hatever they may be.”

At the request of Mrs. Hawkins, 
Colonel Bartlett has been instructed to 
send the body home at once, unless the 
tim e for the T en th ’s stay at the coast 
is reduced to two weeks. 
In case it is not she desires the body 
to be sent w ith a m ilitary escort, con­ 
sisting of Chaplain Joseph L. H unter, 
Surgeon M ajor Neff aud F irst Lieuten­ 
an t Blaine Aikeu of Company H. These 
officeis are all close m ilitary friends of 
the colonel. 
The body will be brought 
to W ashington and placed in a vault in 
the cemetery, where it will be kept un­ 
til the Tenth boys arrive here, wheu 
the com m ander will be buried w ith m il­ 
itary honors, as he expressed his desire 
when he was dying. 
The Haw kins fam ily burial ground is 
at Beallsville,

B a l t i m o r e , Aug. 3.—Tilt* Democratic 
state convention, held at Ford’s Opera 
House here, nom inated the following 
ticket:

for controller, Joshua W. H erring of 
Carroll county. 
The convention was unusually h ar­ 
monious aud all the nom inations were 
m ade by acclamation, Edwin W arfield, 
Mr. S m ith’s principal opponent, w ith­ 
draw ing at tilt* last m om ent aud plac­ 
ing the successful candidate in nom ina­ 
tion.

C le v e la n d , Aug. 3 .—Good lawyers 
said the boycotter.** m ight be proceeded 
against under the Ohio an ti-trust law, 
w hich covers conspiracies of all kinds 
m restrain t of trade. 
One lawyer who 
has examined the law says th at m er­ 
chants who refuse to sell goods to boy­ 
cotted persons, as well as those who a s ­ 
sist in placing the boycott upon them, 
aiding or abetting it in any way, can be 
convicted of conspiracy, w ithout proof 
of the existence of a conspiracy. 
The 
penalty provided is a tine of from #50 to 
#5,000 and im prisonm ent of from six 
m onths to one year, and each day that 
the conspiracy continues constitutes a 
separate off ense. 
This law was passed 
at the last session of the legislature, but 
the authors of it intended th at it should 
apply only to trusts. 
J olm Schoenthal, a striking employe 
of the Big Consolidated line, was under 
arrest on the charge of being a suspi­ 
cious person. 
According to the police he attem pted 
to purchase ten pounds of dynam ite 
from W. E. Stokes, an oil driller, at 
N ottingham , a suburban town. Schoen­ 
thal declares that he wished to buy the 
dynam ite for another party, whom he 
did not know. 
M ajor J. E. McQuigg was appointed 
actiug judge advocate by A djutant G en­ 
eral Axlme, com m anding the Ohio na­ 
tional guard troops on strike duty here. 
It was understood that the acting judge 
advocate will at once take up the legal 
phase of tin* boycott so tar as it relates 
to tile soldiers. 
It was .stated that Governor Bushnell 
will come to Cleveland iu person shortly 
to investigate the situation aud to de­ 
cide how long troops shall be kept here. 
Many m erchants who are takiug part 
in the boycott have changed their tac­ 
tics on account of threats of prosecu­ 
tion aud simply place a prohibitive price 
on their goods to boycotted persons.

my engine, although my fireman re­ 
mained. The trains came together with 
u crash.

aud found a few empty box cars down 
the road a short distance. 
I crawled 
Into one of these aud locked myself up 
until night, when the cars were taken 
to Monterey.

The papers reported me as atuoug 
the killed, aud the supposition was 
that I had been precipitated iuto Dev­ 
il’s canyon aud lost.

The receiver, considering this to be 
an effort to force the sale of the property 
for the benefit of the few against the 
many, appeared before Judge Jackson 
and obtained the injunction, which pre­ 
vents both the Union trust company and 
the fir-t m orrgag** bondholders from 
taking any further legal proceedings 
until the m atter is fully ventilated in 
court.

lu te r e n tin ic L e tte r F r o m F r a n k E l- 
llnoii, a n I n d ia n a S o ld ie r . 
Corporal Frank Ellison of Wabash, 
Iud., who is in the Twenty-third regi­ 
ment, sent from Manila to Jolo, one of 
the smaller Philippines, writes home 
that the two battalions reached Jolo 
on May 23, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrnt. 
The voyage from Manila, 800 miles, 
was on the Spanish steamer Leon 
XIII. and Corporal Ellison says these 
were tile first American troops that 
ever sailed under Spanish colors. Jolo, 
he says, is only six degrees from the 
equator and IOO miles from Borneo, 
yet the climate is salubrious. 
Tile city is surrounded by a stone 
wall, with blockhouses half a mile 
apart. 
Each block house is 35 feet in 
diameter, built of stone and cement, 
and has throe floors, the first affording 
access to the ut lier floors by means of 
a stairway, which is drawn up by the 
occupants every night, rendering the 
house Impregnable. 
Corporal Ellison 
with 18 men is in charge of one of 
these blockhouses and says that as 
the natives are armed only with bolos 
he could stand off any number of them. 
Tile natives are of a low order of intel­ 
ligence; are almost naked aud use 
paint liberally on their bodies. 
The 
w'omeu dress like the men and do all 
the work. 
The soldiers at Jolo live on chickens. 
which cost only 5 cents apiece, cocoa 
nuts, bananas, pineapples and tropical 
fruits, which grow' iu abundance. The 
inhabitants till the soil on a limited 
scale, using caribous aa motive power 
and crooked sticks as plow’*. 
Cor­ 
poral Ellison regards the natives as 
very treacherous. He expects, from the 
signs since he has bceu there, an up­ 
rising against the Americans at any 
time.

He was killed b> the cars at Scribner. 
and six months later Mrs. Osterberg 
died, leaving tile boy to shift for him 
self. 
They had given him their own 
name, shortened to Austin. 
Young Austin, or Sullivan, enlisted in 
the Spanish war at Honolulu, where he 
was trum peter in the First regiment 
national guard at Hawaii, says the 
Chicago Tribune 
He was with Gen­ 
eral .Miller at the capture of Iloilo, by 
whom he was tent with a message 
just after dark to the captain of the 
steamer Lamar, lying at the w'ater 
front. 
The town w'as burning, aud 
wldle riding by a wall, upon which the 
flames threw his Shadow, he saw an 
other shadow of some one following 
him.

dro, the capital 01 the insurrectionary 
government after the fall of Malolos; 
jet, beyond demonstrating that we 
could send a column wherever we 
chose aud 
the 
Filipino army 
was 
powerless to resist, there seems to be 
little permanent gaiu. except that we 
hold the towns of Ballnag aud Cau­ 
data and command the Minuyan val­ 
ley, 
hitherto 
in 
the hands of the 
enemy, and Rio Grande de Pampauga 
as far as Candaba. to which point of 
the river gunboats ascend the stream. 
San Isidro is again occupied by the in- 
surrectos. also San Miguel, aud those 
cities and the surrounding country are 
well able to shelter them and supply 
them with food, as before. 
It was a 
campaign of education, not of tile lead­ 
ers of the revolution, for they were al­ 
ready well aware of their Inability to 
oppose, but of the masses, who have 
been outrageously deceived by the de­ 
signing men at the head of this move­ 
ment. 
The participation of the great body 
of Tagalogs 
in 
tile Insurrection 
is 
founded upon a mistaken Idea of the 
Americans and their acts and intel)* 
ti<m> and deliberate misrepresentation 
of the causes of the war aud its prog- 
r* ss. The masses of the people speak 
oui) the Tagalog or some other ver­ 
nacular and are so ignorant that many 
of them do not kuow the name of the 
adjoining province. 
They have had 
no source of information, except the 
more intelligent and better educated 
men at the head of the revolution aud 
the newspapers published in their in­ 
terests in the Tagalog tongue, such as 
La I n d e p e n d e n t aud La Heraldo de 
Hevolueion, and these have from the 
first pursued a course of deliberate de­ 
ception.

that the 
Americans have Invaded the country 
to Impose taxes upon them more bur­ 
densome than those they paid to Spain, 
something, by the way, which the revo­ 
lutionary 
government

actually 
been doing, and that we killed the old 
people and children.

ther assured them that they have beat­ 
en us in every contest and killed 
thousands of us. aud it would only be 
a short time before we would be driven 
away or all killed. 
With no knowledge 
cf the actual facts and no comprehen­ 
sion whatever of the power and re­ 
sources of our government, the deluded 
people were easily deceived. 
When 
Lawton took Santa Cruz, he learned 
that the thunder of his guns was the 
first knowledge the people of that 
Province had of the fact that the la­ 
wn rrectos were not in possession of 
Munila. and all through the campaign 
10 the north the approach of our army 
was the first notice the people had that 
u'e were not cooped up behind breast­ 
works by the boastful Filipinos. 
General Lawton abandoned Santa 
Lruz, bringing with him a few cap­ 
tured launches, and the insurrectos are 
Rgain iu as full possession of that Te­ 
flon as before.

there seems to have been little stile 
•tautial gain from Lawton s campagi* 
of a month, during which time the rest 
of the army rested and did nothing 
after the advance of MacArthur from 
Malolo* to Calumpit and San Fer­ 
nando. 
Not yet has Manila been relieved of 
the dread alarms of war. 
The rebels 
are so close on »f»e south line that fir­ 
ing eau be heard frequently, and tile 
entire native population of tile city 
thus has positive proof that the insur­ 
rection is still active. The rebels have 
a stronghold at Parauaque, on the bay 
fronting Ovenshine’s line, and no ef­ 
fort has been made to take it. though 
at times a few shells have been thrown 
into it by tile fleet. 
This is iu Cavite 
province, 
in 
which 
Aguinaldo 
was 
born, and where nearly all the insur­ 
rections have had their inception. The 
rebels are very bold and frequently 
assail our outposts, and yesterday they 
captured two officers of the hospital 
ship Belief, who were out sailing aud 
had the wind fail them while near the 
shore. To capture tile place by assault 
would probably cost as many lives as 
were lost in the abortive effort to pen 
up the insurgent arm y In Malabon. 
The fleet could render it untenable. 
but it would require 10,000 troops to 
draw such a cordon around the town 
as would prevent escape when the 
fleet had driven the enemy out. 
While the rebels there do not consti­ 
tute a reul danger to Manila, since a 
strong line Intervenes, still their pres­ 
ence so close to the city is a constant 
reminder to the natives as well as the 
foreign inhabitants that the insurrec­ 
tion has uot yet been quelled. 
So also 
Is the continuation of the order requir­ 
ing all persons to be off the street at 
night. 
The time bas beeu extended 
from 7 o’clock to 8:.H0, at which time 
the street patrols arrest all persons on 
the streets except soldiers with passes 
and officers. 
Tiffs is also a restraint 
upou trade and the freedom of move­ 
ment by citizens that is harmful to 
business aud irksome to individuals. 
Sentinels are vigilant in this matter, 
and last uight they arrested some of 
the leading Filipinos on their way to a 
reception given by the United States 
commission. 
This was a little aw k­ 
ward. and orders were hastily tele­ 
phoned over the city to pass all per­ 
sons to and from the reception. 
Experience in this war has demon­ 
strated that raw volunteers are uot re­ 
liable troops, but that with a year’s 
training they m ake the best lighting 
troops OO earth. This lesson should be 
well learned by the American people. 
Yet the government seems not to have 
absorbed it, or why the policy of 
holding the old volunteers to the last 
minute on technical right and failing 
to organize the new volunteers pro­ 
vided for by law? 
Should there be 
trouble here and in Cuba when the 
next 
campaign 
season 
opens 
six 
months 
hence, 
the 
new 
volunteers 
could uot be organized in time to be of 
any value for actual service. 
Prudent 
foresight would call for one of two 
things—either the organization of the 
army for effective work, or an aban­ 
donment of the programme that prom­ 
ises to render the full army necessary. 
Beguin rs enough to supply the places 
of all the volunteers now here will be 
required for another year at least, lf 
complete possession of all the islands 
Is to be taken and the inhabitant made 
to realize that the United States ex­ 
ercises supreme power. 
The task of selecting the points to be 
garrisoned during the raiuy season is 
not an easy one. 
Two considerations 
are necessary—that they be central and 
commanding, and that they lie easily 
supplied from Manila. 
One of these 
will no doubt be San Fernando, though 
that will require the guarding of the 
line of railway. 
Troops thus left as 
garrisons should have barracks, but as 
yet the troops along the railroad still 
jive in tents. 
Candaba, on the Pam- 
pnnga. can be reached by boat from 
Manila, and will probably fie occupied. 
On a pinch the railroad from Manila to 
Calumpit might be abandoned and sup­ 
plies for San Fernando be sent by 
water to Calumpit aud thence the few 
miles to San Fernando by rail. 
If Ba- 
liuag is held, the garrison will have 
to be small, as hauling supplies 12 
miles by wagon road will be a difficult 
matter. 
Near the city the line of the 
waterw orks must be protected, and 
troops bere should have other habita­ 
tions than tents. 
If troops are left in 
the field In tents during the rainy 
season, I predict a greater amount of 
sickness thou the army bas yet had. 
A garrison must be left at Pasig, 
aud the Pasig river must be kept open 
by the gunboats, which must also com­ 
mand the Laguna. 
On the south the 
Insurgents 
should 
be driven 
away 
from the entire route by laud from 
Manila to Cavite and the chief places, 
Paranaque 
anti 
Bacur, 
garrisoned. 
This move has yet to be made, but it 
m ar be included in the movement 


about to take place, 
m ere has* peen a 
great deal of criticism on the part of 
foreign residents and business men. 
particularly the English, because the 
railroad has not been opened to traffic. 
Certainly this ffeema well founded. 
Beyond San Fernando, clear to Dagu- 
pan. tile road, including the greater 
part of the entire rolling stork, is still 
!n the possession of the enemy, whose 
chief position is now at Tarlac. 
This 
outlet to the sea. as well as the one by 
Santa Cruz and Batnngas, also the bay 
of Taal, should be closed to the enemy 
completely and their use for the im­ 
portation of munitions of w ar cut off. 
In this the navy might arise from its 
lethargy and do a little work.

WANTED OTIS OVER MILES.

Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Charles 
Foster related an Interesting reminis­ 
cence recently at Fostoria regarding 
the appointment of General Miles to 
the command of the army of the Unit­ 
ed States which is particularly perti­ 
nent at the present time. 
It fell to the 
lot of President Harrison to appoint 
the several brigadier generals neces­ 
sary for the conduct of military affairs. 
General Otis was one of the appoint­ 
ees. 
At this time General Schofield was 
commando!- in chief under Secretary of 
War Elkins. 
About this time it was 
strongly rumored In official circles that 
General Schofield contemplated retir 
ing from active service before be had 
readied the retiring age. which would 
carry him over Into tile Cleveland ad­ 
ministration. 
In consequence of this 
rumor, the cabinet bad several unoffi 
elal talks regarding the appointment 
of Schofield’s successor, says the New 
Yorrk Times. 
General Otis was held in high regard 
by Secretary of War Elkins and I‘resi­ 
dent Harrison. 
The impression was 
gathered from Mr. Foster’s talk that 
had an appointment been made at that 
time General Otis would have been 
made commander in chief. The official 
family considered General Otis the 
ablest eligible man then in the service. 
General Schofield did not retire, and 
the appointment was held over till the 
Cleveland administration. 
Mr. Foster 
never 
had 
any conversations 
with 
President Cleveland on the subject of 
appointment, but the impression pre­ 
vailed that had it not been for Miles’ 
seniority Otis would have been the 
present commander in chief. In regard 
to the present criticism of General 
Otis in his campaign in the Philippines, 
Mr. Foster stated that he bad not 
looked into the m atter very deeply, but 
he was satisfied that the ad m in istra­ 
tion has made no m istake in assigning 
him to tile position lie now holds.
